Electric 
School 


Heating 
Accepted 


New Junior High on 
Wein Tract to be 1st 
With Electric Heat 


Granite City will have its 
first all electric school with 
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construction of the new junior / 


high school on the Wein track, 
according to a decision reached 
by the board of education Mon- 
day night. 

The decision was made on the 
recommendation of consulting 
engineers in view of the inavail- 
ability of natural gas service 
from Illinois Power Co. for the 
construction site. 

The only exception to the all 
electric design is a liquified pe- 
troleum service’for use with the 
building trash, incinerator and 
the possible future installation 
of liquified petroleum services 
for laboratory facilities. 

Belt & Given Consulting En- 
gineers Inc. of St. Louis said 
use of electric energy will rep- 
resent about an 18% per year 
increase in annual operating 
cost but would keep the initial 
construction price within the 
present construction . budget, 
and this would not be possible 
with any other fuel. 

Natural Gas Dilemma 

Though natural gas for the 
school initially was promised by 
Illinois Power, the utility claims 
it will have insufficient sources 
and currently has under consid- 
eration by the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission a request to 
establish a priority system, giv- 
ing schools and hospitals a low 
priority. 

Local school administrators 
presented objections at one 
round of hearings at Springfield, 
and William Schooley, board at- 
torney, reported that additional 
hearings are set for Oct. 7, 8 
and 9, 

He said an answer is not ex- 
pected before the first of the 
year, and appeal of any decision 
by ICC examiners is likely to be 
tied up in the courts for up to 
another couple of years. 


Decrease in Costs 

Tully Huebner, director of 
buildings and grounds, said 
only one other all electric school 
exists in Illinois, a 12-year-old 
structure at Cicero, and that 
his counterpart there has re- 
ported that in nine of the 12 
years, there has been a decrease 
in operating expenses. Others in 
Missouri have presented similar 
comments, he added. 

Based upon nine months use, 
Huebner estimated electric 
costs on the Wein tract at $37, 
095, compared to $31,600 if 
ural, gas could be used, while 
utilities operating costs for 
Grigsby and Frohardt schools, 
similar in size, for 1970, was set 
at $27,697. , 

The projected cost by Union 
Electric Co., which would be 
less than a cent per kilowatt, on 
a 12-month basis would be $22,- 
798 for lighting and miscellane- 
ous and $21,748 for fans, air 
conditioning, hot water heat and 
classroom heating, for a total 
of $44,546. Of that amount, $14,- 
429 would be for heating.

Police ‘Hot Line’ 
Stopping Crimes 
And Saving Lives 


A small red microphone in 
police cars throughout Illinois 
is proving itself to be both a 
life-saver and a crime-stopper. 

The red “mike is linked to 
a statewide high band radio fre- 
quency known as the Illinois 
State Police Emergency Radio 
Network (ISPERN). A program 
of the Illinois Department of 
Law Enforcement, it is de- 
signed to establish, for the first 
time, a common communica- 
tions bond between all police- 
men in Illinois. (Granite City 
police vehicles have ISPERN 
units and Madison and Venice 
police hope to receive similiar 
units soon. 

Law enforcement Director 
Herbert D, Brown reports there 
are 562 law enforcement: agen 
cies presently participating in 
this new program. A $2 million 
grant from the Illinois Law En- 
forcement Commission enabled 
the Department to purchase the 
first 3345 mobile radio units 
needed to make the system op- 
erative, 

These initial units, designed 
by the General Electric Co., 
have been assigned and deliv- 
ered to agencies throughout the 
state. Through the grant, the 
Department of Law Enforce- 
ment is able to provide the ra 
dio units at no cost to partici- 
pating agencies, Brown said 
Participants need only pay the 
cost of installation and mainte- 
nance of the units and provide 
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s well as

‘Constitution Grants Home Rule’ 


Government Would 
Have Flexibility It 
Needs, Delegates Say 


The proposed Illinois State 
Constitution offers many im- 
provements to residents, tax- 
payers, firms and organizations 
and has a fine chance of being 
ratified by voters Nov. 3, two 
delegates said Tuesday night. 

Wendell Durr, Edwardsville 
attorney, and Raymond John- 
sen, Troy accountant, addressed 
the Metro-East Chamber of 
Commerce Association at a din- 
ner meeting at the Round Table 
restaurant 

Durr noted that, even though 
116 delegates worked nine 
months to develop the proposed 
new state governmental charter, 
the word ‘constitution was 
misspelled in the first 117 cop- 
ies produced—one for each del 
egate and one official copy 
which the delegates signed. 

Despite the spelling error, the 
dogument is one which merits 
voters’ support, he said. It is 
4500 words shorter than the 1870 
Illinois Constitution now in 
effect 

Changes were made in all but 
one section, the one pertaining 
to use of public tax funds for 
education, 

By retaining the exact word- 
ing, the delegates have sought 
to avoid involving passage or 
defeat of the constitution with 
the public-parochial school is- 
sue. Proponents of both sides 
of the school debate feel the

Madison Initiates Policy 


Of Investing 


Investment of idle city funds 
in 90-day certificates to pro- 
duce additional revenue for the 
city was authorized by the 
Madison city council Tuesday 
night. Investing corporate funds 
is a new policy for the city of 
Madison, Mayor Mike Sasyk 
said. 

A resolution introduced by 
Second Ward Alderman Donald 
Broyles, which called for the 
city to invest $100,000 in 90-day 
short term certificates at a 
minimum of 5% annually, was 
passed unanimously by the 
council. 

Commenting on_ investment 
of city funds, Mayor Sasyk re- 

arked, “We have never done 
this in the past, but I believe 
we need to. It will be a good 
policy for us to invest our sur- 
plus funds. On a short-term in- 
vestment of $100,000, the city 
should realize $1250,” he noted. 

Several requests from Police 
Chief Frank Dutko relating to 
training courses for Madison 
police oficers were approved by 
the council members. 

Backs Training Proposal 

Support for the réquests was 
voiced by Mayor Sasyk who 
commented — “The amount. of 
money we spend on this training 
will many times over reward us 
with better police work in the

future. It is my thought that 
policemen need as much train- 
ing as we can afford to give 
them.” 

After learning the Madison 
police department currently 
utilizes the services of an IIli- 
nois Bureau ‘of Identification 
fingerprint expert, which can 
result in two weeks delay when 
specific work is needed, the 
council authorized Officer Paul 
Bargiel to attend a 40-hour 
training course in ‘‘Fingerprint- 
ing Classification.” 

To be conducted Oct. 5-9 at 
the University of Illinois’ Police 
Training Institute, the course 
will cost a total of $150. Part 
of the expense will be repaid 
from Illinois Law Enforcement 
Commission funds, the alder- 
men were informed. 

Officer Charles Bridick was 
authorized to attend a Police 
Firearms Instructor's course at 
Galesburg, Oct. 12-16, at a cost 
of $200. Completion of the 46- 
hour course will permit Bridick 
to instruct other officers in the 
department.

GC Payroll 
Issued, But 
Lacks Funds 
In Account 


A new financial problem con- 
fronted Granite City today as 
the result of the long-standing 
feud between Mayor Donald 
Partney and a majority bloc of 
the city council 
The -new difficulty lies in a 
shortage of funds in the city’s 
payroll account to cover $55,012 
‘oll checks distributed to 
city employees Tuesday, The 
regular payroll was for the first 
half of the current month, Sept 
1 to 15, 
The vouchers for the payroll 
checks were signed Monday by 
yor Partney, but in the pro- 
cess he discovered a check in 
the amount of $250 as salary 
payment for Leon Scroggins 
who still is acting as city at 
torney, although Scroggins has 
submitted a formal resignation. 


The mayor said the Finance 
Committee of the city council 
which approved the payroll 
items had no authority to cut 
Scroggins check from $520, the 
amount of a half-month’s’ sal- 
ary for Scroggins under last 
year’s budget. He refused to 
sign that particular check. 


Mayor Refuses Transfer 

Later, when City Treasurer 
E, R. “Pat” Rich submitted 
fund transfers for the mayor's 
signature, Partney refused to 
sign them. The fund transfers 
are customary procedure for 
transferring monies from the 
regular general fund accounts 
to the payroll account to meet 
wage and salary items. 

Thus, city employees were in 
the position of cashing payroll 
checks for which there are in 
sufficient funds in the bank ac 
count for that purpose. 

Rich, meanwhile, left the city 
on a two-weeks vacation. 

Partney said he ‘efus 
sign the fund transfers because 
of the Finance Committee's ac- 
tion in reducing the salary 
check for Scroggins, whom 
Partney has supported through 
almost three months of bicker 
ing by council members over 
Scroggins’ status as city at 
torney 

On Monthly Bas‘ 

Alderman R. E, Robertson, 
chairman of the Finance Com 
mittee, said yesterday that the 
committee approved Scroggins 
salary for the half-month period 
on the basis of one-twelfth 
(monthly) of the $6000 appro- 
priation set up in this year’s 
budget as salary for the city 
attorney 

He said he was unaware of 
the status of the payroll ac- 
count, but admitted that he had 
heard the mayor had not signed 
the fund transfers on Tuesday.

In 1969, Americans dug 6 
their individual and corporaté 
pockets and gave a record $17. 
billion in the form of contribu‘ 
tions to religion, education, 
health and welfare, cultural and 
civic activities—part of a wide 
variety of philanthropic and 
charitable causes. 

Loyal Alumnus 

For example, the University 
of Richmond is $50 million rich- 
er because of a gift from E. 
Clairborn Robins, a Richmond 
alumnus 

An ll-year-old Minnesota girl 
staged a carnival in her home 
which netted $76.60 for the 
Muscular Dystrophy Associa- 
tion, 

Last Christmas, over 15,000 
persons gave almost a million 
dollars to the New York Times’ 
annual appeal for funds to re- 
lieve suffering in the New York 
area. 


The Labor Day telethon by 
Jerry Lewis raised $5 million 
for the muscular dystrophy 
fund.

Practited by All Groups 
Today, ‘giving is not solely a 
practice of the wealthy. Last 
year, Americans made volun- 
tary contributions at the record 
breaking rate of $48 million a 
day, every. day in the year. 

Individuals have consistently 
given more than three-quarters 
of all annual contributions. In 
1969, the total came to $13.6 
billion, The average gift deduc- 
tion in 1968, according to In- 
ternal Revenue figures,

Sorporations have accepted 
greater social responsibility, 
particularly in the. communi- 
ties in which they are located. 

The United Fund was started 
originally by the business com- 
munity to simplify campaign 
giving. Last year, 2260 United 
Funds across the country, sup- 
porting 38,000 different agencies, 
raised $817 million. More than 
half of this is raised through 
payroll deductions. 

Each United Fund is run by 
local people who administer the 
monies collected for local health 
and welfare activities. 

Church Giving is Rising 

Helping others had its roots 
in ancient religions, and a ma- 
jor part of all contributions to- 
day-rover 45%—still goes to 
support churches.

than last. 
Impact of Disorders 

Campus unrest, economic un- 
certainty and the stock market 
decline have caused a drop in 
many college fund drives this 
year. 

‘America’s concern for health 
is shown in the extent of its 
gifts to agencies engaged in re- 
search and treatment of health 
problems. Although government 
is becoming in ingly in- 
volved in health care, private 
funds have been and continue to 
be needed. Last year, 16.2% of 
all funds went to health needs. 
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Family and child care agen- 
cies and youth and recreation 
programs were the recipients of 
6.8% of all gifts last year. 

Almost all cultural institutions 
were founded and originally sup- 
ported by the wealthy, but this 
is'no longer the case. The great 
“middle class’’ now also helps 
to support symphony orchestras, 
art museums and others. Gov- 
ernment grants to the arts have 
generated many more millions 
in private funds. 

Quality of Life 

Increased prosperity during 
the ’60s has brought an emerg- 
ing effort to improve the quality 
of life. To help solve urban and 
poverty problems, many new 
agencies have been created, all 
seeking funds. 

‘The desire to overcome pollu- 
tion and the concern for saving 
open space have attracted more 
private money. Civic activities 
such as improved parks — or 
sometimes just more trees and 
flowers on city streets — also 
drew funds. 

Gifts are often made in a way 
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to attract other support. It is 
told that Andrew Carnegie once 
tired of giving so much to the 
Pittsburgh symphony and 
pledged only $25,000, if the sym- 
phony would raise another $25,- 
000. This was done quickly and, 
when Carnegie asked where 
they got the money, the answer 
was Mrs. Carnegie. 


Volunteers Active 

Many of the day-to-day activi- 
ties and practically all of the 
fund-raising of charitable organ- 
izations are done by volunteers; 
245 million hours a week are 
donated by over 60 million vol- 
unteers of all ages and all 
walks of life. 

The person who believes in 
an institution gives of his time, 
and the more time he gives 
freely, the more he contributes 
His commitment also stimulates 
greater giving by those he 
knows and asks 

Perhaps the most dramatic 
example of the recent growth of 
volunteerism is with students. 

Just a few years ago, there 
were about 5000 students in vol

Granite high school is 
discontinuing its Win Back pro- 
gram for adults because of a 
lack of participation, Principal 
Lawrence McCauley informed 
the board of education Monday 
night, 

After publishing advertise- 
ments for the program in which 
adults could earn high school 
diplomas through taking missed 
GCHS courses at night, McCau- 
ley said there were only 11 can- 
didates eligible out of 13 in- 
quiries, and the number is too 
small to set up the various 
Classes, 

“If we had about 10 or 12 
more people, we would be able 
to continue,” the principal said, 
adding that “we are continuing 
the program for everybody in 
it now.” 

Four | have completed basic 
night courses to finish for 
graduation in January, and an- 
other will graduate in June, he 
said. 

In the three years of the pro- 
gram, 85 adults will have 
earned diplomas, including the 
five current candidates, the 
board was told. 

Other phases of the extensive 
night school program for adults 
will continue at GCHS. 

School Evaluation 

Meanwhile MCauley an- 
nounced that the school will 
start an extensive evaluation of 
all studies in the school next 
month in. preparation for the 
evaluation by the North Central 
Association in April. It is due to 
be completed by the first of the 
year.

Heralded as the first car-to- 
car police radio network of its 
kind in the nation, it is receiv- 
ing the praise of law enforce- 
ment officials throughout the 
state. Backed by this support, 
the department is requesting 
Law Enforecment Commission 
funding to purchase the approx- 
imately 2000 additional units 
needed to link every police car 
in the state to the frequency. 

By constantly monitoring the 
special frequency, Emergency 
Radio Network participants are 
able to respond to calls for as- 
sistance from ong another in 
times of emergencies. Prior to 
the creation of the network, this 
was almost impossible, since 
most agencies operate on dif- 
ferent ‘frequencies, 

The program is proving many 
theories, one being that better 
communications leads to better 
cooperation at all levels—city, 
county and state. On Aug. 26. 
Springfietid, Menard county and 
Illinois State Police utilized the 
frequency to apprehend within 


monitoring 


for the students and the com- 
munity. 
Maintain High Standards 
He said the philosophy and 
objectives of the school pro- 
gram will be analyzed, and the 
evaluation would cover each 
subject matter area to main- 
tain high standards. Participat- 
ing in the study will be mem- 
bers of the faculty, two board 
members and lay citizens. 
Owca said progress reports 
will be made to the 32-member 
team which will visit the school 
in the spring.

“The importance of the unit 
in this case is evident,” Chief 
Shirley, said, “Never before has 
our department had any type 
of radio communication with 
other law enforcement agencies 
in this area, Now with ISPERN, 
we have that contact and it 
may well have saved these two 
officers. serious injury or per- 
haps even their lives. 

The Emergency Radio Net- 
work is a tightly controlled sys- 
tem. Its units remain the prop. 
erty of the state and the rules 
governing their use are estab. 
lished by an 11-man board com. 
posed of representatives of the 
Illinois Association of Chiefs of 
Police, the Illinois Sheriffs As- 
sociation, the Chicago police de- 
partment, the Illinois state po- 
lice and the Associated Public 
Safety Communications Of- 
ficers. 

Riots, Storms, Pursuits 

It can be used only in emer- 
gency situations such as riots, 
tornadoes and other disasters 
and in the apprehension of 
criminals. Elk Grove Village 
Police Chief Harry P. Jenkins 
said it has been “of valuabl 
assistance in chase situations.” 

Prior to the installation of 
ISPERN units, the criminal 
could elude pursuing officials

“It is this type 
of communication that should 
eventually curtail any type of 
criminal actions in the future.”” 


Rockford’s Police Department 
has 51 such units in operation 
and Police Chief Delbert E. 
Peterson feels the system is 
“a giant step forward” in po- 
lice communications. 

It is my sincere belief that 
the key to effective and contin. 
ued upgrading of law enforce- 
ment is through cooperation 
and coordination of the various 
police agencies throughout IIli- 
nois,”” Chief Peterson said. 

One such method of obtain- 
ing a high degree of coopera- 
tion and coordination is improv- 
ing communications between 
the command and operational 
personnel in the field of the 

various police agencies through- 
out the § ig 
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can handle them, We want gov- 
ernment close to the people;

“We also sought to provide 
government with more maneu- 
vering room to solve problems, 
without a lot of artificial bar- 
riers,” Durr related.

“We have wanted to avoid

Unique Local Rule Plan 

“The proposed constitution 
has a goal of letting the people 
decide for themselves, of letting 
local government do what it 
thinks is right, subject to denial 
by three-fifths of the state legis- 
lators. This sounds like ‘home 
rule’ to me,” Johnsen com- 
mented. 

“The granting of local power 
and the way the pre-emption 
clause is worded are unique; no 
other state has it. We feel that 
government close to the people 
is in the best position to decide 
how to spend money and if 
money is to be spent 

“We took our four highty 
controversial matters to be de- 
cided separately so that im 
provement of the main part of 
the constitution could be ap- 
proved by those who differ on 
these issues. 

“These issues are voting at 
age 18, abolishing the death pen- 
alty, having all judges elected 
or all judges appointed, and re- 
taining cumulative state repre- 
sentative voting, which no other 
state has seen fit to copy in the 
past 100 years.” 

Both Parties May Endorse It 

The delegates speculated that 
Chicago area political leaders 
will support approval of the 
new constitution because it 
gives the city of Chicago and 
Cook county wide authority to 
deal with the problems confront- 
ing them.

Saturday with consecra- 
tion of the cross at the parish 
cemetery, Route 157 and Inter- 
state 270, and Great 
will be held at 7 p.m.-at the 
church, followed by a tea hon- 
oring the Orthodox leader. 

Pontifical Divine Liturgy will 
be celebrated at 9:30 a.m, Sun- 
day, and an anniversary ban- 
quet will follow. at 1 p.m. at 
Trinity hall, 13th street and 
Madison avenue, according to 
announcements by Rev. Walter 
Lecko, pastor. 

Church History 

Long before 1900, the seeds of 
the Orthodox Church were 
planted in the city of Madison 
by Carpatho-Russian and Gali- 
cian immigrants. In the year 
1900, the people erected a wood- 
en structure on Ewing avenue. 
This was done by the hardwork- 
ing faithful at a great sacrifice. 
This church structure basically 
remained the same over the 
years, with some additions. 

The parishioners hold in fond 
memory the late Patriarch 
Tikhon of Moscow. When he 
was Archbishop of the Orthodox 
Church in America, he visited 
Madison in 1901 and donated 
the Holy Gospel and the Church 
bell and gave a five hundred 
dollar donation toward the 
building expense. Financial as- 
sistance was also received 
from the Russian Orthodox 
Greek Catholic Mutual Aid So- 
ciety of Wilkes-Barre, Pennsyl- 
vania, The original members of 
the society served as founding 
members of the church. In- 
cluded in this group were the 
late Meftody ’Rydgig, Lukas 
Purdes and Nicholas Fecurka. 

The Church in Madison was 
consecrated by. Father John 
Kochuroff, pastor of the Chi- 
cago parish and the builder of 
the present Cathedral in Chi- 
cago. The consecration was per- 
formed according to the lesser 
rite. He donated an ancient 
icon of the Mother of God of 
Kazan, which is found today in 
the altar. On the reverse is the 
following inscription: “In Bless- 
ing to the Madison Parish from 
the Priest John Kochuroff.” 
This eminent pastor returned to 
his homeland and in the begin- 
ning of the Russian revolution, 
was brutally martyred. 

Before the consecration, 
Tconastasis was built by 
late Constantine Rydgig 
D. Waszinsky. 

In 1903 Madison was flooded 
by five feet of water and the 
Church Building was moved 
approximately one foot. The 
Madison parish is the second 
oldest congregation in Madison. 

Has Own Cemetery 

The parish has its own ceme- 
tery, eleven acres in size, lo- 
cated on Highway 157 at the 
Junction of Interstate 270, and 
is commonly called Sunset :Hill. 
This lot was purchased in 1924 
and dedicated on Memorial 
Day, May 30, 1925, by His 
Eminence, Archbishop Leonty, 
then Archbishop of Chicago and 
now the late Primate of our 
Church, Previously, the parish 
had a small cemetery” near 
Wood River. However, due to 
the distance from the Church, 
and the added appeal of Sunset 
Hill, this cemetery was sold 
and’ the present cemetery was 
purchased. 

The parish was ministered by 
missionary priests in its early 
years and beginning with 1905, 
permanent priests were as- 
signed..Due to the constant ex- 
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pansion of the Orthodox Catho- 
lic faith in the United States, 
many missionary priests and 

gned priests served in the 
Church for short periods. Since 
1905, approximately 20 priests 
have served in the Madison 
church 

Fr. Stephanov of Cleveland, 
Ohio, was the first missionary 
priest sent to Madison, He ar- 
rived in 1899. He heard confes- 
sions and celebrated the Divine 
Liturgy at the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Sawachak, 1017 Madison 
avenue. 

The parish has had many 
priests in Madison. They served 
to the best of their talents and 
abilities. The fellowship listing 
is not necessarily in chronologi- 
cal order. Among those who 
served are: Rev, Paul Tkach, 
Rey. N. Gress, Rev. Nicholas 
Lizak, Rev. Gregory Popov, 
Rev. Nuchko, Rev. John Rusin, 
Rev. George Yankevish, Rev. 
Theodore Pencenik, Rev. John 
Manchuk, Rev. Peter Rusyn, 
Rey. Alexander Lisin, Rev.

The 
choir sings the responses A 
Capella in English and Sla- 
vonic. They can also sing some 
responses in Greek and Ro- 
manian, Their participation in 
services enhances the prayerful 
atmosphere of our services.

The church, in re ing the 
need to minister to the needs of 
the people, has taken a lead in 
introducing and encouraging 
the use of English in the serv- 
ices. On Sept. 7, 1952, services 
were celebrated in English for 
the first time. This has been 
a tradition of the Orthodox 
Chu and especially the Rus- 
sian Orthodox Church, to 
preach and teach Christ in the 
language of the people, for the 
Russians received Orthdoxy 
from the Greeks in their na- 
tive Slavonic language. 

There are many organizations 
within the parish whose aims 
and goals are to better serve 
the congregation and to aid the 
spirtiual and physical growth 
of the Church. These are: 
Senior R Club, Junior R Club, 
Ladies Sodality, Little Cossack 
Dancers, and Sunday School 
classes. Currently, the Church 
Board has adopted the policy of 
having Associate Board Mem- 
bers to become acquainted with 
board procedures and policy 

Due to the growth of the com- 
munity and the need for expan- 
sion, the parish re-activated the 
building program under Father 
Theodosius. After assessing the 
situation, it was decided to 
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build on the present property 
and to purchase the house 
backing on the empty lot. After 
consulting several architects, 
Virgil H. Dulgeroff of Granite 
City, was chosen as the Archi- 
tect. He presented a proposal 
and after some changes, the 
basic form of the church -was 
chosen by the parish. 

Then with the blessings of 
His Eminence Archbishop John 
of Chicago, the parish began in 
earnest the task of building a 
new church. Leo Wolf Co. of 
Granite City was the general 
contractor. However, is was not 
until Pentecost Sunday, June 
21, 1964, that ground breaking 
ceremonies were held with the 
architect, general contractor 
and several civic dignitaries 
present. With the above-men- 
tioned people was the president 
of the parish, George Butchko 
jr., and the presidents of the 
Senior R Club, Junior R Club, 
Ladies Sodality and the Choir. 

Cornerstone Placed 

On Sept. 20, 1964, His Emei- 
nence Archbishop John of Chi- 
cago celebrated Pontifical Lit- 
urgy assisted by the clergy of 
the St. Louis area. Immediately 
after Liturgy, they proceeded 
to the foundation of the new 
Church and blessed and placed 
the Cornerstone in place. A 
banquet was held at the Ameri- 
can Legion Hall, Venice, com- 
memorating the 64th Anniver- 
sary of the parish. 

On the first Sunday of Great 
Lent, on the Sunday of Ortho- 
doxy, March 14, 1965, the parish 
met in the old Church for the 
last service, a service of 
Thanksgiving (Molieben). Then 
as the faithful came to receive 
the blessing, they were given 
some article to carry ‘over to 
the new church. After the bless- 
ing prayer and. the cutting of 
the ribbon, the-new. Church was 
unlocked and the triumphal en- 
try was made, After a small 
blessing service, the first Di- 
vine Liturgy was celebrated in 
the new Church. Many people 
rejoiced by -partaking of the 
Sacrament of Holy Communion 
that day. The newly re-elected 
officers of the parish were in- 
stalled: A tea was served in 
honor of the occasion. 

On Sunday, June 6, 1965, 
the Holy Altar was consecrated 
and the church dedicated and 
anointed with Holy Chrism by 
His Eminence Archbishop John 
of Chicago. Holy relics of St. 
John the Russian, new confes- 
sor, were placed in the new 
marble Altar. Rev. Dr. Alex- 
ander Schmemann, Dean of St. 
Viadimir’s Orthodox Seminary, 
was guest speaker. 

Early’in 1969, the parish pur- 
chased the property east of the 
church. The building was razed 
and leveled and landscaped and 
now stands ready to be utilized 
for additional building needs. 

In the summer of 1969, a 
huge Orthodox cross _ was 
erected in the Church ceme- 
tery. The cross symbolizes the 
faith of the departed who rest 
therein. At the same time, a 
lovely large entrance to the 
cemetery was added in the 
form of stone steps at the base 
of the hill. The construction of 
the cross and steps gives im- 
portant identity to the ceme- 
tery. On Saturday, Sept. 19, the 
blessing of “the cross will be 
held by His Eminence Arch- 
bishop John of Chicago.

On Food Stamp 
Trade Illegal 


An attorney-general’s ruling 
holding the collection of the 5% 
sales tax on purchases made 
with food stamps has been an-

The governor said that stores 
may no longer collect the tax 
on food purchased with stamps 
issued by the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Public Aid. 

Some stores are still taxing 
stamp purchases, however, as 
official notice has not yet been 
circulated.

Incapacitated persons, who have 
never registered but wish to 
do so, should contact the coun- 
ty clerk before Oct. 6 

For Changes of Address 

Included in the 121,000 prop- 
erty tax amendment leaflets re- 
cently sent to voters by the 
county clerk’s office are pink 
slips of paper—applications for 
change of address. 

The slips state: “If you re- 
ceive this letter at an address 
other than the typed address on 
the envelope please complete 
the affidavit on the reverse side 
and return it, at once (with 
your old pink card, if you have 


it) to: Miss Eulalia Hotz, coun- 
ty clerk. 

Miss Hotz pointed out the pol- 
icy of the post office is to for- 
ward mail after a resident 
changes his address for as long 
as two years. After that, the 
mail is returned to the sender.

Beside the text of the pro- 
posed amendment, the leaflets 
contain an explanation of the 
proposition, the form of the 
amendment as it will appear on 
the ballot and a resume of ar- 
guments for and against the

Disease Affects Lungs 

Cystic Fibrosis is the most 
serious disease affecting chil- 
dren’s lungs and digestion. One 
in roughly 1000 infants is born 
with the ailment |which is her- 
editary 

Both parents carry a defec- 
tive gene, Mrs. | Worthen ex- 
plained, that frequently causes 
the disease to appear in their 
offspring 

A key factor in the disease is 
malfunctioning glands which 
produce an abnormal mucus 
that clogs the lungs, causing 
breathing difficulties and infec- 
tion. 

The mucus also interferes 
with digestion by preventing the 
flow of enzymes from the 
pancreas into the intestine, with 
the result that a child may 
have a good appetite, but se- 
vere malnutrition occurs, the 
county chairman said. 

The National Cystic Fibrosis 
Research Foundation is now 
fighting a variety of children’s 
lung diseases, as C/F Centers 
across the country are discov- 
ering that six out of seven pa- 
tients referred for diagnosis 
have other ailments whose 
symptoms mimic’ Cystic Fibro- 
sis. 

Children with severe asthma, 
chronic bronchitis and child- 
hood emphysema also need help 
and their condition frequently 
responds to the same type of 
treatment divised for C/F vic- 
tims, Mrs. Worthen explained. 

Program Broadened 

In ‘1969, the C/F program 
was broadened to include most 
children with chronic lung- 
damaging diseases. Since there 
is no laboratory animal into 
which C/F can be introduced, 
patients themselves are the 
only .source of new knowledge 
about the disease. Diagnosing 
cases and screening C/F from 
other lung-damaging ailments 


has made it possible to deter- 
mine the differences, 

There is hope for the Cystic 
Fibrosis child, Mrs, Worthen 
stressed, and continued: - re- 
search produces greater pros- 
pects for the future. As recent- 
ly as a dozen years ago, most 
babies. with C/F died before 
reaching school age. 

Today, with early diagnosis 
and improved therapy, more 
and more are living into their 
teens, twenties and beyond. 
Many C/F victims still are lost 
in childhood, but the earlier 
they are diagnosed the better 
chance they have for leading 
useful. lives. Victims of other 
pulmonary disease have a low- 
er death rate,’ but for them, 
early detection and good treat- 
ment also save lives. 

Since a C/F child, even when 
comparatively “well,” costs the 
parents about $1200 annually 
for drugs and equipment, refer- 
ral to government agencies for 
financial aid often is necessary, 
Mrs. Worthen said. She noted 
that monthly expenses run in 
excess of $200 for a C/F victim 
when ill. 

Have Two Centers 

The Gateway Chapter’ sup- 
ports two major C/F Care, 
Teaching and Research Centers 
at St. Louis Childrens Hospital 
and Cardinal Glennon Hospital. 
Both serve children from  Illi- 
nois and Missouri. 

When a ‘child afflicted with 
Cystic Fibrosis becomes ill and 
requires hospitalization, he can- 
not be cared for in local hos- 
pitals and needs the special 
equipment and attention pro- 
vided at Cystic Fibrosis Cen- 
ters. 

There are presently 110 C/F 
Centers throughout the country 
the chairman said. :

Bakalis Urges Program of Drug Abuse Education 


The immediate establishment 
of a comprehensive state drug 
abuse education program was 
called for this week by Dr. Mi- 
chael J. Bakalis, Democratic 
candidate for state superintend- 
ent of public instruction. 

Dr. Bakalis said he was 
greatly disturbed that the pres- 
ent program, instituted only 
this year by Superintendent 
Ray Page, is inadequate and 
according to federal estimate, 
it will reach no more than 10% 
of the state’s teachers and 13% 
of the students during this 
school year. 

“The superintendent's office 
has touted this program as a 
cure-all for drug abuse,” he 
said, “but close inspection re- 
veals that Page's 1970 program 
calls for spending less than ten 
cents per student on this criti- 
cal problem.” 

Bakalis charged 
present program is nothing 
more than an act of political 
tokenism, financed by a mea- 
ger $200,000 federal grant with- 
out the aid of any state funds. 

Bakalis said as superintend 
ent he would ask the Illinois 


that the 


General Assembly to appropri- 
ate funds to underwrite experi- 
mental programs in school dis- 
tricts in every part of the 
state. The results of these pro- 
grams would be studied to find 
the’ best solution for Illinois 
children. 

“As superintendent,” Bakalis 
said, “I will assume the re- 
sponsibility of correlating and 
disseminating all information 
gained from the successes- and 
failures in local programs 
throughout the state. 

“T am also disturbed by re- 
cent disclosures of greatly in- 
creased drug abuse among ele- 
mentary school children,” Ba- 
kalis told a meeting of Evans- 
ton Democrats. ‘“‘It is critically 
important that we reach our 
school children with the facts 
before they are deceived into 
believing drugs are harmless,” 
he said. 

Bakalis said the superintend- 
ent’s office should actively so- 
licit contributions from founda- 
tions and private sources in or- 
der to fund the production of 
public service radio and tele- 
vision spots to inform Illinois 


children of the extreme dangers 
involved in drug use. 
Delay Unfortunate 

“Tt is unfortunate that Super- 
intendent Page did not have the 
foresight and initiative to un- 
dertake a drug abuse educa- 
tion program until this year, 
when it was offered him—fully 
funded—by the federal govern- 
ment. 

“Tt is. also emfortunate that 
the superintendent made no ef- 
fort to supplement the token 
federal program with state 
money, as was strongly urged 
by the U. S. government,” Ba- 
kalis said. 

Bakalis said the present pro- 
gram has trained only a hand- 
ful of teachers ‘in methods of 
drug education. These few 
teachers, in turn, are expected 
to communicate what they have 
learned to the state's 100,000 
plus teachers and more than 
2,000,000 school children. 

“If the federal estimates 
hold true,” Bakalis said, “it 
will take more than ten years 
to reach the teachers alone, 
and that estimate makes no 
allowance for turnover.” 


A total of 257 major crimes 
were reported in Granite City 
during August, an increase of 30 
over the same month last year, 
according to a report by Police 
Chief Ronald J. Veizer. 

Twenty-nine cases were 
cleared by arrest compared to 
37 during August of last year. 

The crimes included one rob- 
bery, up one; 13 assaults, 
six; 54 burglaries, up five; 
cases of larceny, up'28; and 32 
auto thefts, down 10. Eighteen 
cars were recovered. There 
were no criminal homicide or 
forcible rape cases. 

Cleared by arrest were eight 
cases of assault, up six; five

Post-Sputnik Honeymoon at 
Colleges Ended by Unrest 


Maintenance of a free and 
open university and restoration 
of public confidence in higher 
education are two of the para- 
mount concerns’ of Illinois State 
University in the year ahead. 

This was the assertion of Dr. 
Richard R. Bond, vice-president 
and dean of faculties, as he ad- 
dressed 250 new members of the 
ISU faculty during an orienta- 
tion to the campus for the start 
of the fall semester. 

Dean Bond cited four other 
major points of emphasis for the 
immediate future at ISU. These 
were continued concentration on 
a quality undergraduate educa- 
tion; a commitment fo the prob- 
lems of minority cultures; and 
careful attention to the univer- 
sity's teacher education pro- 
gram. 

‘As the first concern of the 
university, however, Dean ‘Bond 
declared, “We must make every 
effort to restore public confi- 
dence in our enterprise. 

Opening Under Cloud 

“The cloud under which col- 
leges open this fall is startling 
to those of us lulled by the post- 
Sputnik honeymoon. 

“The ivory tower out of which 
we thought we had come has 
turned out to be an iron curtain, 
partly of our own making, as 
we have neither met public ex- 
pectations in addressing our- 
selves adequately to the ills of 
society nor interpreted the pe- 
culiarities of the ‘academic 
community’ to the community 
at large.” 

The ISU dean continued, 
“Proud ‘of our own traditions, 
including our governance sys- 
tem, jealous of the academic 
freedoms we have enjoyed, we 
have been remiss and even ar- 
rogant in relating ourselves to 
the public and lax in the impo- 
sition of our own self-discipline 
as professional people. 

“We must correct both errors 
this year." 

Ethics Code Re-Examined 

Illinois State, Bond said, is 
re-examining its code of profes- 
sional ethics and responsibility 
and attempting to make more 
explicit its professional evalu- 
ation devices, particularly in 
teaching. 

“We are committed to these 
ends within the sound and 
fnard-won traditions and free- 
doms of academe.” 

He called attention to the fact 
that ISU is committed to main- 
taining a free and open campus 
The university, he said, will use 
every effort to make events an 
educational experience 

For example, instead of dis- 
missing for the election” this 
fall, ISU is offering a credit 
course in practical politics for 
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An Educational Response in 
Crisis (ERIC) committee has 
been organized to plan addition- 
al educational experiences. 

Bond told the new teachers, 
“It is imperative that you share 
our commitment to this as a 
free, open and operating cam- 
pus. We have every intention 
to protect and maintain the op- 
portunity for teachers to teach 
and students to learn.” 

Dean Bond made these other 
points: 

Undergraduate education — 
“Our. primary operational con- 
cern must remain our under- 
graduate students. 

“If we forget that undergrad- 
students are our major focus, I 
am convinced -that we will soon 
discover. not only that the uni- 
versity will not maintain or in- 
crease its excellence and re- 
spectability, but also that it will 
forfeit its opportunity to be a 
significant influence in the 


mainstream of American higher _ 


education.” 

He declared that ISU must 
strive to maintain, increase and 
reward a competent and ex- 
tremely sizeable corps of teach- 
ers whose commitment is to 
help students learn. 

It is equally important, he 
added, to maintain a climate re- 
ceptive to innovation, both in 
teaching procedures and in pro- 
gram. “I hope our trademark 
here as in all parts of our ac- 
tivities will be a student-cen- 
tered program.” 

Black students — ‘I am per- 
sonally committed, as is this 
institution, to the belief that the 
problems of our minority cul- 
tures ‘and our urban areas are 
the most significant social prob 
lems of our time, and that uni- 
versities such as this must as- 
sume,a major responsibility in 
finding solutions to these prob- 
lems. 

He mentioned ISU’s efforts 
in these directions, including 
the President's Task Force on 
Intergroup Relations and the 
High | Potential Student _pro- 
gram, which “the Office of 
Econdmic Opportunity  consid- 
ers among the best in the na- 
tion and is accordingly provid- 
ing a major portion of its fund- 
ing.” 

During the past three years 
under HPS, Bond said, ISU has 
brought in more than, 300 new 
freshmen and transfer students, 
primarily black, and for the 
most part from the inner-cities 
of metropolitan areas, They 
largely meet ISU admissions 
requifements but have been 
disadvantaged in their educa- 
tional experiences 

We have a well-developed 
support system to provide tu- 
toring, counseling and academic 
advising services for these stu- 
dents, but they need the under- 
standing and consideration of 
all of us. 

“We do not expect special 
standards to be established for 
these students, but we do ex- 
pect and in fact insist that their 
needs as individuals be consid- 
ered and respected in their ex- 
periences here.” 

Teacher education — “Let us 
not forget that not only is the 
preparation of teachers the 
greatest single strength of this 
institution, but also that the 
profession of teaching isa most 
honorable one. 

“Our teacher education pro-

gram needs careful attention 
this year. 

“We have the opportunity, if 
we grasp it—if we will leapfrog 
what others. are doing—of re- 
establishing our national repu- 
tation of two-thirds of a century 
ago, and, instead of being just 
another emerging _ institution 
constantly trying to catch the 
pack, taking our place with dis- 
tinction near the lead.” 

Graduate education — “‘Al- 
though. 1 am determined that 
our undergraduate programs 
must have first priority, I am 
also convinced that we have 
many opportunities here for de- 
velopment of innovative and 
worthwhile graduate pro- 
grams.” 

Again, he called for 
frogging” what other 
tions are doing. 

“Our growth in the field of 
graduate education must come 
through the searching out of 
new programs in the less com- 
mon disciplines and in the es- 
tablishment of new. types of 
doctoral programs, more hu- 
mane and more reasonable than 
the old, when we are dealing 
with conventional disciplines.”

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College Grads Found Job Hunt a Shock but Succeeded 


Despite bleak job-placement 
prospects predicted earlier this 
yedr, most 1970 college grads 
have found jobs. 

They may not be “the job,’” 
“the company” or “‘the loca- 
tion” they preferred. But they 
are jobs. 

In other words, 1970 saw a 
marked change in the job mar- 
ket, The year’s college gradu- 
ates found they could no longer 
do the picking and choosing. 
Instead, in many areas they 
had to work hard at it — and 
had to settle for what they 
could get. 

The shock:to this year’s class, 
bred in prosperity and condi- 
“tioned to the “name-your-own- 
ticket’? experiences of previous 
grads, was almost too much for 
some to take 

The Family Economics Bu- 
reau, after a survey of more 
than’ 100 colleges and univer- 
sities, found that most gradu- 
ates, however, did survive the 
shock. 

‘A Crazy Year’ 

Reports from college place- 
ment officials showed little con- 
sistency. One said “it was a 
crazy year.” That seems to 
sum it up pretty well. 

Some schools report that a 
number of grads took non 
professional jobs as a tempo- 
rary stopgap while waiting for 
the job market to open up. Oth- 
ers took jobs with lesser salary 
potential and fewer opportuni- 
ties for advancement. 

Some went into fields outside 
their major. Many are going 
back to ‘school for more duca- 
tion; others are going directly 
into military service. 

Liberal arts graduates were 
the hardest hit this year. Engi- 
neers suffered almost as badly, 
mostly due to cutbacks in 
areospace and defense spend- 
ing.

Teachers found it hard to get 
jobs in many areas. But if 
they ‘were willing to go where 
the jobs were — primarily in 
rurai areas — there were jobs 
available. 

Some schools reported only 
35% of their teachers would be 
placed this fall; others ex- 
pected 100% placement. 

A sampling of placement of- 
ficials in February 1970 showed 
a greater pessimism on the 
part of the placement officers 
than proved by August to be the 
case. 

In many schools, students 
were alerted to the situation 
early in the year. Thus, they 
had the opportunity to broaden 
their interests and to be more 
flexible about what they would 
take and where they would go, 
Students so prepared had far 
less trouble. 

Research Funds Cut 

Holders of advanced degrees 
generally found the going 
rougher than did undergradu- 
ates. Doctors of philosophy 
were hardest hit, research 
funds having been drastically 


cut in education and industry. 


Masters of business administra- 
tion, particularly with engineer- 
ing and technical backgrounds, 
found the demand good. 

In education, some school 
systems gave preference to a 
master’s degree with addition- 
al teaching experience, while 
others, to save money, went for 
bachelor’s degrees which call 
for starting at a lower point in 
the typical school system’s sal- 
ary schedule. ._ 

Some universities reported 
that Ph.D’s unable to find jobs 
went back to school to do addi- 
tional post-doctoral research, 
hoping the situation would ease 
up. 

Computers, Marketing 

The best sources of jobs, in 
addition to accounting, were in 
finance, banking and insurance 
as well as in data processing 
and in computer sciences. 

Retailing, sales and market- 
ing were also good for business 
and liberal arts grads. Chemi- 
cal engineers found things best 
in the petroleum and pharma- 
ceutical industries. 

Municipalities and utility 
companies, as well as construc- 
tion - and heavy equipment 
firms, were interested in civil 
arid mechanical engineers. 
Despite the tighter job mar- 





ket, there was no let-up. in 
starting salaries. Almost with- 
out exception, salaries offered 
were higher than those offered 
1969 grads. 

Accountants jumped the high- 
est, often as much as $1000 
over last year’s offers. New 
contracts in most areas raised 
beginning teachers’ salaries 
from 4% to 10% over 1969, Al- 
though salaries in all fields 
went up to some extent, start- 
ing offers for men rose at a 
faster rate than those for wom- 
en graduates 

Slowest in Decade 

Many factors combined to 
make the 1970 job market the 
slowest since 1960. 

Cutbacks in federal defense 
spending and research, high in- 
terest rates reducing corporate 
spending for plants and equip- 
ment, a squeamish stock mar- 
ket, the profit squeeze and an 
over-abundant supply of teach- 
ers in the liberal arts field all 
took their toll. 

The outlook is cloudy for next 
year’s class and for '70 grads 
still waiting and hoping for that 
dream job to come along. 

Several schools report some 
companies have already can- 
celed recruitment interviews 
ior this fall.

Stevenson Urges 
Air Boycott to 
Deal With Piracy 


State Treasurer Adlai E. Stev- 
enson III has urged an immedi- 
ate total international air boy- 
cott of all nations condoning 
skyjacking as part of a three 
point program to deal with the 
piracy in the skies. 

Stevenson, the» Democratic 
nominee for United States Sena- 
tor, outlined his plan at a meet- 
ing of the International Brother- 
hood of Boilermakers, Iron Ship- 
workers, Blacksmiths, Forgers 
and Helpers at Chicago. 

Stevenson also urged a new 
international agreement on air 
piracy which would bind all na- 
tions to prosecute skyjackers. 

Stevenson said work should 
begin immediately on the de- 
velopment of electronic devices 
and equipment which would de- 
tect weapons brought aboard a 
plane either in baggage or on 
the person of a passenger. To. 
speed work on such devices, 
Stevenson said the project 
should be given governmental 
assistance. 

Stevenson also approved the 
suggestions that armed guards 
be placed aboard international 
flights. 

In discussing the boycott of 
nations condoning the hijack- 
ing, Stevenson specifically men- 
tioned Iraq and Syria. If the in- 
ternational air boycott does not 
succeed, boycotts on maritime 
shipping and trade should be 
implemented. 

125 Airline Seizures 

Since the beginning of 1969, 
there have been more than 125 
illegal seizures of airlines and 
at least 15 incidents of sabo- 
tage. More than 7000 passengers 
from 83 nations have been vic- 
timized by these crimes and, 
according to international au- 
thorities, 96 persons have died. 
Stevenson said: 

“This long record of air pir- 
acy, coupled with the stream of 
financial threats and action em: 
inating from the guerrillas 
should have put the United 
States government on the alert. 
‘The armed guards who will now 
begin to ride international 
flights could have and should 
have been on the jet which now 
sits in the Jordanian desert. The 
lack of foresight, the inability 
to take decisive action until the 
crisis is upon us, the feeble ex- 
cuses — all are. typical of the 
United States policy in the Mid- 
die East and around the 
world.””

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Nameoki Plans Legal 
Action to Remove Hazard 


On the advice of its attorney, 
William Schooley, the Nameoki 
town board decided Monday 
nigth to file suit against a sub- 
division developer responsible 
for an open basement that board 
members contend is a public 
nuisance and a dangerous haz- 
ard. 

Danger to children playing in 
the area was discussed by the 
board during the regular town 
meeting. Residents said the 
area was grown up in weeds 
around the basement structure. 

A letter from Sen. Ralph 
Smith (R-Alton) was read con- 
cerning plans by the Corps of 
Engineers for draining the Do- 
brey slough area. 

The Environmental Protection 
Agency notified the board by 
letter that its request for aid in 
building a sewage treatment 
system could not be considered 
at this time. 

The agency said 275 down- 
state requests for assistance by 
the federal government have 
been received. The Nameoki 
township request is number 176 
on the priority list.

Charter Keys to Voters’ Decision 


(Springfield Scene) 


The question of balance is 
the most ‘important quality for 
any voter to consider when 
studying the proposed new Con- 
stitution. 

Nowhere is the question of 
balance more critical than in 
the area of revenue. 

This was one of the most im- 
portant reasons the Constitu- 
tional Convention was called— 
and an equally important rea- 
son taxpayers should scrutinize 
the convention’s product before 
making a decision how to vote 
Dec, 15. 

The total tax picture is de- 
pendent upon the interrelation- 
ships of the Revenue and Local 
Government articles. 

There were advance hopes for 
a Revenue Article acceptable 
to all citizens of the state, both 
corporate and individual, which 
would: 

Abolish ad valorem taxation 
of personal property, 

Maintain uniformity for tax- 
ation of real estate, or, if im- 
possible, clearly limit the kind 
and degree of any classifica- 
tion. 

Prohibit a graduated income 
tax. 

Require corporate and indi- 
vidual income tax rates to be 
equal, or, if this was impossi- 
ble, to limit any difference in 
rates. 

Allow a true sales tax with 
exemptions. / 

And establish more realtistic 
limits on state and local indebt- 
edness. 

REVENUE PROVISIONS: 
The convention did abolish all 
personal property taxes with an 
eight-year waiting period to al- 
low the General Assembly to 
replace the revenue. 

The convention imposed a re- 
quirement that whatever class 
of taxpayers still paying per- 
sonal property taxes by the 
deadline would have to pay an 
additional state-collected tax to 
make up the revenue lost to 
local governments. 

This almost certainly means 
an additional statewide tax of 
some sort on business, since in- 
dividual personal property tax- 
es most likely will be abolished 
long before the deadline. 

A constitutional amendment 
will be presented to voters this 
November to abolish individual 
personal property tax. 

The convention decided not to 
enforce uniformity in real es- 
tate taxation, but rather allow 
alf counties with more than 200,- 
000 population to be eligible for 
classification subject to limita- 
tions imposed by the General 
Assembly. 

There is de facto classifi- 
cation of real estate now, 
particularly in Cook coun- 
ty, and to varying degrees 
in most of the other 101 
counties, 

But this type of provision 
could lead the way to a 
yearly battle in county 
boards and the legislature 
to continually liberalize 
classification now in effect 
—or, conversely severely re- 
strict present practices. 

The convention did prohibit 
a graduated income tax and re 
stricted any state income tax 
to a flat rate with no more 
than an 8-5 corporate-individual 
ratio. 

‘This is the same ratio as now 
exists with the 4%-214% corpo- 
rate-individual rates. 

Attempts to impose a 5% ceil- 
ing on individual rates failed. 

‘Also on the plus side, the con- 
vention did allow a true sales 
tax permitting the General 
Assembly to allow exemptions 
and removed the present unre- 
alistic $250,000 state debt limit. 

In place of the old debt 
limit, the new constitution 
would allow the legislature 
to issue true revenue bonds 
‘by a- simple majority of 
both houses, 

But general | obligation 
bonds and any bonds issued 
by a quasi-public corpora- 
tion—such as the Illinois 
Building Authority — would 
be subject to a % test of 
both houses of the General 
Assembly or a simple ma- 
jority of the legislature 
plus approval of a statewide 
referendum. 

LOCAL TAXES: 

Equally important to the tax- 
payer’s pocketbook is the Local 
Government Article which per- 
mits local governmental units 
the power to govern themselves 
and impose taxes. 

Calls were made for a com- 
pletely revamped Local Govern- 
ment Article to give local gov- 
ernments the power to act in 
matters on which the legisla- 
ture had not acted—or residual 
powers—except for annexation, 
licensing, bonding, taxing and 
other revenue producing pow- 
ers. 

The convention gave local 
governments all these powers 
and more—but with restrictions. 

Given to local governments 
were the power to ‘tax, to li- 
cense for regulation, and to 
regulate for the public health 
and welfare, 


} 


These broad home rule pow- 
ers are given to all communi 
ties with 25,000 or more popu- 
lation and to counties with an 
elected chief executive officer. 

Those local governmental 
units not qualifying still come 
under the purview of the Gen- 
tral Assembly—same as now— 
unless they wish to choose home 
rule by a local referendum. 

Specifically, local home rule 
units have many different taxes 
available to them which they 
can levy by local ordinance, 
with no limits, 

‘And. . . all ceilings on local 
real estate taxes have been re- 
moved, allowing home rule 
units complete control of rates 
and administration. 

None of the taxing author- 
ity granted to home rule 
units by the constitution can 
be restricted or taken away 
without a % vote of both 
houses of the legislature. 

However, the legislature 
can exercise a power it 
deems of statewide interest 
—thus possibly pre-empting 
local control—by a simple 
majority, but only on mat- 
ters other than taxes, 

This would not preclude 
local governments from act- 
ing in the same area con- 
currently unless specifically 
prohibited by the legisla- 
ture. 

The convention did agree to 
prohibit local income taxes or 
licensing for revenue unless au- 
thorized by the General As- 
sembly and to keep anhexation 
powers in the legislature. 

The local debt provisions give 
home rule units a certain 
amount of bonding power with- 
out authorization by the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

Home rule units would be al- 
lowed to incur debt, based on 
property taxes, at an aggregate 
of: 

30% of the total assessed valu- 
ation for cities over 500,000 pop- 
ulation. 

1% for units between 25,000 
and 500,000 population, 

¥, of 1% for units choosing 
home rule under 25,000 popula- 
tion. 

Any amount of debt above 
those levels could be limited by 
the General Assembly which 
also could limit debt of local 
school districts and other local 
governments other than home 
Tule municipalities (such as 
counties). 

THE TOTAL PICTURE: 

In effect, the total revenue 
picture: 

1. Gives local government 
home rule units broad authority 
to levy many taxes which can 
only be denied them by a % 
vote of the legislature. 

2. Gives the state wide au- 
thority to levy taxes and to 
share the revenues from these 
sources with local governments. 

3. Allows the legislature to 
grant authority for sadditional 
taxes to local governments. 

4, Eliminates local property 
tax limits for home rule units 
and allows local governments a 
liberal amount of “free debt” 
based on those taxes. 

5. Maintains a flat-rate in- 
come tax with a definite corpo- 
rate-individual rate ratio and 
requires the General Assembly 
to levy an additional tax on bus- 
iness to replace the abolished 
personal property taxes. 

6. Permits classification of 
real estate in counties of more 
than 200,000 but gives the Gen- 
eral Assembly the power to con- 
trol the number and kinds of 
classification. 

7. Allows a true sales tax 
with exemptions, allowing local 
governments to use the tax any 
way they see fit, but puts re- 
striction and control of local in- 
come taxes and licensing for 
revenue in the legislature. 

While the revenue aspects of 
the constitution are immensely 
important, there are many oth- 
er articles where the question 
of balance must be determined, 
since the new document is being 
presented to the voters in a sin- 
gle package. 

SEPARATE SUBMISSIONS: 

One of those major articles is 
the Legislative Article, where 
the method of selection of 
House representatives became a 
bitterly contested battle in the 
convention. 

The final result is that voters 
will have their choice of two 
methods of selecting House 
members. 

Proposition (1A) calls for 
the election of three House 
members from each Senatorial 
district, thus making the 59 dis- 
tricts multi-member House dis- 
tricts with the representatives 
elected by cumulative voting 
as is now the practice. 

Proposition (1B) would divide 
each Senatorial district into 
three single-member districts 
where one representative from 
each district would be elected. 

Both of these propositions 
are outside the body of the 
proposed constitution and, 
if neither gains approval by 
the voters but the total prod- 
uct is approved, a special

Voters Hearing Full Exploration of Issues 
By the Two Illinois U. S. Senate Nominees 


We do not know whether the 1970 U. S. 
Senate race in Illinois is any closer than it was, 
but both contenders are now at least recogniz- 
ing that they have an opponent. They are re- 
acting publicly when they receive what they con- 
sider a “low blow’ from their foe’s campaign 
comments, and they even appeared together on 
a nationally televised program in which they 
were questioned jointly by newsmen. 

All of this is good because voters will be 
able to make a better choice Nov. 3 if they are 
guided by a wealth of information rather than 
a sparsity. The more the nominees say, the more 
they are bound to disclose about themselves,

Treasurer Adlai Stevenson Ill, the Democrat, 


and U, S. Senator Ralph T. S 


h, the Republi- 


can, stand to benefit from relatively full discus- 


ions of the issues. 


Smith, because his name is not as well 
known, needs maximum contact with the public. 
Stevenson, son of the 1952-56 presidential can- 
didate, has proved himself an able vote-getter 
in the past statewide elections but probably can- 
not safely assume that victory is certain. Judging 
by the number of famous people who have been 
defeated in other states this year, all candidates 
would be wise to “run scared.”” 


A new element in 


the Illinois campaign is 


the conclusion reached by some observers that 
party control of the U. S. Senate may be at 
Stake. A dozen GOP senators from across the 
nation who spoke at rallies in this state Sept. 14 
stressed that ‘President Nixon needs Smith in 


the Senate.” 


Vice-President Agnew, who sur- 


prised many by endorsing Senator Smith as long 
ago as the primary, made a strong presentation 
for Smith Sept. 10 after selecting Illinois as the 
location for inaugurating his fall campaign tour. 


The Sept. 


13 teleyision debate saw both 


aspirants come out strongly against civil dis- 
order, with Smith perhaps garnering a few more 
policemen’s votes than his opponent. Stevenson 
made effective use of current economic woes, 
with his foe having to settle for a prediction that 


better times are ahead. 


A clear choice was given to voters on the 
Vietnam war. Stevenson sees the Saigon regime 
hs evil, corrupt, dictatorial and an obstacle to a 
hegotiated peace with Hanoi. Smith sides with 
the President 100%, supporting gradual with- 
drawal of U. S. troops in the hope that anti- 
Communists will be able to remain in control of 


South Vietnam. 


Smith implies that his opponent is a radical 
whose heart is with disrupters and revoluti 
laries. Stevenson regards such hints as unprin- 
cipled and says his opponent is a big spender 
masquerading as a conservative to woo support- 
ers of the late Senator Dirksen, whose seat Smith 


holds by appointment. 


The choice will be difficult’ for many Illi- 
noisans and especially for Quad-Cityans. Smith 
is a native son and represented this district in 
the Illinois General Assembly, rising to the posi- 
tion of Speaker of the House. On the other 
hand, most local residents are Democrats, and 
the recession has reminded them of pocketbook 


issues and the 1930s.

If that were the case, we 
would keep 58 senators and 
177 representatives with 
House members elected by 
cumulative voting. The pro- 
posed constitution calls for 
59 senators with co-termi- 
nous House districts for 177 
representatives. 


ANNUAL SESSIONS: 


The new constitution also 
calls for unlimited annual ses- 
siions with more freedom for 
the General Assembly to act on 
its own. 

‘There had been hope the gov- 
ernor would be required to act 
on a bill within 10 days after it 
is presented to him, but in no 
event to act on a bill after 60 
calendar days following passage 
of a bill by the General Assem- 
bly. 

The convention agreed that 
legislation should be presented 
to the governor within 30 cal- 
endar days after passage — 
which is judicially enforceable 
—and he must act on the bill 
within 60 calendar days after 
it is presented to him or it au- 
tomatically becomes law. 

In other words, if the gov- 

ernor does not act within 90 

-ealendar days following pas- 

sage, the bill automatically 

becomes law. 

Like the separate submissions 
on the Legislative Article, the 
question of whether judges 
should be elected or appointed 
by the governor from lists sub-

mitted by bipartisan Judicial 
Nominating Commissions — 
which would be made up of one 
more layman than attorneys— 
will be outside the body of the 
constitution. 


APPOINT OR ELECT: 


Proposition (2A) calls for 
election of judges. Proposition 
(2B) calls for the appointment 
of judges. 

Also like the Legislative Arti- 
cle, if neither separate submis- 
sion proposal is approved by the 
voters, a special schedule com- 
bines appropriate parts of the 
present Judicial Article to re- 
tain the present method of se- 
lecting judges. 

Some sought revised methods 
of discipline and tenure for 
judges. 

The convention set up a two- 
tiered discipline system, includ- 
ing a Judicial Inquiry Board to 
investigate charges of impropri- 
ety and a separate Courts Com- 
mission to act on complaints 
forwarded by the Inquiry 
Board. 

The convention also would 
require judges to retain tenure 
by running on their bench rec- 
ord and polling 60% of the 
votes. 

Recommendations that the 
Executive Article should com- 
bine the governor and lieuten- 
ant governor to run as a team 
were approved. 

Election of state officers in 
odd numbered years to avoid 
the “‘coat-tail effect” of popular. 
national candidates also was 
recommended.

election years in an attempt to 
achieve the same result. 


EDUCATION BOARD: 


For education, the new con- 
stitution calls for establishment 
of a State Board of Education 
with the power to appoint a 
chief state school officer replac- 
ing the elected superintendent 
of public instruction. 

The State Board would be se- 
lected on a regional basis. 

The Education Article main- 
tains present provisions on state 
aid to private schools and de- 
clares that the state is primar- 
ily responsible for supporting 
educational services and insti- 
tutions, 

In the Suffrage and Elections 
Article, voters had called for 
eased voting requirements so 
newcomers could cast ballots 
after six-month residency in 
the state. This was approved. 

The article also specifies per- 
sons of the “required voting 
age” shall be allowed to vote 
in the state. 

A separate submission (Prop- 
osition 4) would lower the vot- 
ing age to 18. 

In the important Constitution- 
al Amendments Article, there 
had |been calls for referendum 
voting requirements on amend- 
ments to be changed to a simple 
majority of those voting on the 
issue. 

The convention required a 
simple majority on a Con Con 
product but, on constitutional 
amendments, required a % test 
of those voting the issue or a 


simple majority of all voting in 
an election. 

OTHER PROVISIONS: 

In other areas, the conven- 
tion — 

Passed self-executing anti- 
discrimination provisions for 
housing, employment and sex. 

Included an Environment Ar- 
ticle which allows individuals 
to sue alleged polluters after 
Jan. 1, 1972, so the legislature 
can establish ground rules, 

Included a transportation sec- 
tion allowing the state to grant 
funds to any mass transit cor- 
poration, 

Restricted branch banking un- 
less approved by an extraordi- 
nary majority of the legislature. 

And eliminated the require- 
ment that a corporation’s board 
of directors be elected by cu- 
mulative voting. 

A separate submission (Prop- 
osition 3) would amend the pro- 
posed Bill of Rights to eliminate 
the death penalty in Illinois, 

These are some of the many 
provisions included in the new 
constitution which must be 
considered by individual voters 
in determining their support or 
rejection of Con Con’s product. 

While the balance of the 
proposed constitution is be- 
ing considered, the new pro- 
visions also must be com- 
pared with the present state 
charter, which was written 
in 1870 to cope with the 
problems of that era. 

Illincisans must consider 
whether the new constitu- 
tion can better deal with to- 
day’s and tomorrow’s prob- 
lems,

To the Editor: 

As sheriff of Madison county, 
if elected Nov. 3, I could not 
legally or morally continue the 
past practice of our present 
sheriff by causing the taxpay- 
ers of this county to assume 
the responsibility for providing 
me with a residence and free 
meals. 

For the legal aspect of my 
belief, I refer to Chapter 75, 
Illinois State Statutes, (Jails 
and Jailers) section 2 (Sheriff 
to be warden) under notes of 
decisions 2-Rights of sheriff in 
general; which in effect states: 

“Sheriff does not have any 
estate or interest, possessory or 
otherwise, in courthouse or jail, 
which are purely public build- 
ings, belonging wholly to county 
and dedicated to public uses 
only. 

“The sheriff's relation to 
them is only that of one em- 
ployed and paid to take care of 
them for public uses, as a part 
of his official duty, and all the 
possession he has, being mere- 
ly incidental to that part of his 
duty, is, in fact and in law, the 
possession of the county. Hardin 
vs. Sangamon County. 71 Illi- 
nois Appellate. 103.” 

And then to section 16 of the 
same chapter (75) which is, 
Water-Food-Purchase of Food- 
Employment of persons to pre- 
pare food, and in part states: 

“The warden of the jail (sec- 
tion 2 of this chapter, 75, em- 
powers sheriff to be warden) 
shall file with the clerk of, the 
county board on or before the 
fifth day of each month an 
itemized report of the foods and 
provisions procured during the 
month for which the report is 
made, and of all expenses for 
employees authorized to be em- 
ployed, which report shall have 
attached thereto a list of all 
bills, vouchers or other evi- 
dences of purchases or employ- 
ment, together with a statement 
that the food and provisions re- 
ported as purchased, were pur- 
chased and used solely for the 
prisoners and that all accounts 
for employment are for em- 
ployees authorized by the coun- 
ty board. 

“Said report shall be signed 
and sworn to by the warden of 
the jail (sheriff). (1874, March 
3, RS. 1874, p. 616 S 16; Laws 
1917, p. 556, S 1; 1923, June 30, 
Laws 1923, p. S 1.)””

Could you jump higher if you 
were in Philadelphia or Mexico 
City? Could you do better if you 
were in a high-flying airplane? 

Students are asked these and 
other questions “by Elmer L. 
Offenbacher as he subtly devel- 
ops their interest in the physics 
of vertical jumping. 

There’s more to this than the 
casual interest of the public 
watching Neil Armstrong jump- 
ing on the moon or the sports 
fans at a track meet, says Of- 
fenbacher, a physicist at Tem- 
ple University in Philadelphia. 

To illustrate how understand- 
ing the physics of jumping can 
help his students, he calls at- 
tention in a current issue of the 
“American Journal of Physics’’ 
tc the jumping ability of grass- 
hoppers (biology), and to Olym- 
pic records and the Sargent 
jump (physical education). He 
would do the same in the class- 
room. 

“The outstanding animal 
jumpers. include grasshop- 
pers, kangaroos, frogs and 
fleas, Although these ani- 
mals perform much better 
than man when their jumps 
are measured in terms of 
their body length, the ratio 
of their broad jump to high 
jump is similar to man’s 
performance,” Offenbacher 
points out. 

The standing vertical jump 
has been used for many years 
by persons interested in tests 
and measurements in physical 
education. One such, known as 
the Sargent jump, gives valu- 
able clues to an_ individual’s

ability in certain track events, 
including the running high 
jump, standing broad jump and 
shot put. 

As students\see the value of 
this knowledge and its applica- 
tion to their fields of study, in. 
terest increases and simple 
equations can be introduced: 

The square of the final veloc- 
ity equals the square of the 
original velocity plus twice the 
uniform acceleration multiplied 
by the distance over which it 
took place. 

For the student who has 
worked up to this point in Of- 
fenbacher’s elasses, this equa- 
tion is much easier to grasp 
than one would judge from 
reading it here. 

Thus Offenbacher believes 
that the application of the laws 
of mechanics to biology and 
athletics might lead the inter- 
ested and capable student to 
conduct some fairly simple 
experiments. 

These might well provide in- 
formation which could pro’ 
useful to the coach or athletic 
director. 

Properly motivated, some 
students can be expected to 
make the special efforts neces- 
sary to understand concepts 
such as Newton's third law, the 
relationship of velocity to posi- 
tion in non-uniform accelera- 
tion, the physical concept of 
power and momentum, the ef- 
fect of gravity and its variation 
with position, and even the 
meaning of conservation of en- 
ergy when biological systems 
are involved.

No Hunting Permits Needed in Some Game Areas 


The Illinois Department of 
Conservation manages several 
upland game areas where hunt- 
ing permits art not required. 

Tom Evans, supervisor of the 
division of game, reports that 
at some areas hunters will be 
required to report to a check 
ion. No fees are charged to 
hunt on these state lands 

“We ask hunters to do this so 
that we may obtain information 
on the amount of hunting pres- 
sure and the harvest,” Evans 
said. 

Check stations will be operat- 
ed at the following areas: Ham- 
ilton county near McLeansboro; 
Lake Argyle in McDonough 
county near Colchester; Lake 
Ramsey in Fayette county near 
Ramsey; Mclean county near 
LeRoy; Randolph county near 
Chester; Red Hills in Lawrence 
county, west of Lawrenceville; 
Saline county near Equality; 
Sam Dale Lake in Wayne coun- 
ty mear Cisne; Sam Parr in 
Jaspar county near Newton; 
Stephen A. Forbes in Marion 
county near Omega; Washing- 
ton county near Nashville; and 
Kankakee River near Kankakee. 

Season Dates 

Season dates for these areas 
are: Squirrel, Sept. 15-Nov. 15; 
dove, Sept. 15-Nov. 9; wood- 
cock, Oct. 1-Dec. 4; cock pheas- 
ant, Nov. 14-Dec. 31; quail, 
Nov. 14-Dec. 31; rabbit, Nov. 14- 
Jan. 31. All dates are inclusive. 
On the Kankakee area, squirrel 
and dove seasons opened Sept. 
1. 

Deer hunting with a bow and 
arrow is legal on these areas 
except at Lake Argyle, Lake 
Ramsey, Red Hills and Stephen 
A. Forbes during the following 
periods: Oct. 1-Nov. 15; Nov. 
23-Dec. 6; Dec. 14-Dec. 31. All 
dates are inclusive. 

Sportsmen may hunt on only 
those portions of the areas post- 
ed as open to hunting, Evans 
said. They must park in desig- 
nated areas. Roadside parking 
is not permitted. 

All hunters except squirrel 
hunters must check in. All hunt- 
eys, including squirrel hunters, 

st. check out. As a hunter 
ohecks in he will be given an 
‘dentification patch that must 
be worn on the back of his 
coat or vest. 
Shotguns, Bows 

Shotguns are the only firearm 
legal for these areas, except 
that deer, squirrels and rabbits 
may be taken with bows, Evans

said. On the Kankakee area, no 
more than 75 sportsmen’ may 
hunt at one time. 

Shooting hours on these areas 
are: Squirrels, sunrise until 
noon; doves, 1 p.m. to 4 p. 
deer (bow only), woodcoc! 
cock pheasants, quail and rab- 
bits: 8 a.m. to 4 p.m., except 
that the deer may be hunted on 
the Kankakee area from ¥4 hour 
before sunrise to 44 hour before 
sunset. 

However, on opening day for 
pheasant, quail and rabbits, the 
opening hour conforms to state 
regulations; no one may hunt 
before noon. 

Deer Hunting 

The Hamilton county and Sa- 
line county areas will be open 
for deer hunting during the 
shotgun season, Nov. 20, 21 and 
22 and Dec. 11, 12 and 13. Shoot- 
ing hours on those days are 
from 6:30 a.m.’ until 4 p.m. 

Anyone who hunts on any 
area during the deer season 
must wear a vivid red, orange 
or yellow cap and vest or out- 
er upper garment, Evans 
warned. 

Other public areas where 
sportsmen are not required to 
check in’ or out are: Douglas 
county near Hindsboro; Pope- 
Massac near Bay City; Mar- 
shall county, south of Lacon; 
Woodford county, north of 
Spring Bay; Henderson State 
Forest near Keithsburg; Mason 
State Forest near Forest City; 
Shelby State Forest near Clarks- 
burg; Union State Forest near 
Anna-Jonesboro; Sanganois in 
Mason and Cass counties, west 
of Chandlerville; and Horseshoe 
Lake near Olive Branch, in Al- 
exander county. Only that por- 
tion of the Horseshoe Lake 


Area south of Promised Land 
road is open for hunting. 

Like the check station areas, 
hunting is restricted to portions 
posted as open to hunting. 
Squirrels, doves,  woodcock, 
quail, rabbits and pheasants 
may be taken during the regu- 
lar open season for these spe- 
cies. Deer may be hunted with 
bows. Hunters must use shot- 
guns, except that deer, squirrels 
and rabbits may be taken with 
bows. 

The Sanganois, Pope-Massac, 
Marshall county and Woodford 
county areas and the Hender- 
son, Mason and Union forests 
are open for deer hunting Nov. 
20, 21 and 22 and Dec, ll, 12 
and 13. The Pope-Massac Area 
will be closed to upland game 
hunting during the deer season. 

Permits for Pheasants 

Three areas where permits 
are required to hunt pheasants 
Nov. 14 through Dec. 6 are open 
for hunting before and after 
that period without a permit 
They are: Des Plaines near 
Wilmington, Green River in Lee 
county, south of Dixon, and Iro. 
quois county near Beaversville 

Deer, squirrels, doves, wood- 
cock, cock pheasants, Hunga- 
rian partridge, quail and rab- 
bits may be hunted on these 
areas during the season for 
those species. Deer must be 
hunted with bow and arrow. 

No one may hunt on the areas 
from Nov. i4 through Dec. 6 
without a pheasant permit is- 
sued by the Springfield office of 
the department, Evans warned. 

The portions of~ the Des 
Plaines area where sportsmen 
may hunt without a permit are 
west of U. S. Route 66 and east 
of U. S. Route 66, north of Wil-

Duck Hunters to Enjoy 55 
Days in Season This Year 


The Illinois duck hunters will 
have 55 days this year to enjoy 
freezing slowly in a blind, ac- 
cording to a spokesman for the 
Illinois Department of Conser- 
vation. 3 

Tom Evans, supervisor of the 
division of game, said the sea- 
son will begin at sunrise Satur- 
day, Oct. 17, and end at sunset 
Thursday, Dec. 10. Hunting 
hours will be from sunrise until 
sunset every day. 

“We will have 25 more days 
to hunt than we did last year,” 
Evans said. ‘Excellent breed- 
ing conditions in the prairie 
provinces of Canada have sup- 
plied us with a good population 
of ducks. The bag limit is larg- 
er, too. However, the method 
used to determine the limit is 
vastly different from anything 
ever tried in Illinois. 

“We will operate under a 
system of 100 points,” Evans 
said. “This has been tried in 
restricted areas in Colorado 
and California, but has never 
been attempted on a statewide 
basis. The hunter who knows 
how to identify ducks in flight 
will have an advantage over the 
man who is not able to do so.” 


Explains Point System 


Evans explained the point 
system as follows: A_ point 
value has been assigned to dif- 
ferent species and sexes of 
duck, depending on their abun- 
dance. A hunter reaches his 
daily limit when the point 
value of the last duck shot, 
added to the sum of point val- 
ues of other birds already taken 
during that day, equals or ex- 
ceeds 100 points. The possession 
limit is the maximum number 
of birds.of species and sex 
which could legally be bagged 
in two days of hunting. 


Values assigned for species 
and sexes are: 90 points—hen 
mallards, black ducks, wood 
ducks, redheads, canvasbacks, 
hooded mergansers: 20 points— 
drake mallards, hen pintails 
and ring-neck ducks 

All other species and sexes of 
ducks count 10 points each. 

Evans said that coots are not 
included in the point ssytem. 
Hunters will be limited to 15 
coots a day and 30 in posses- 
sion 

Goose season dates and hours 
are the same as duck season 
dates and hours except in Un- 


ion, Alexander, Jackson and 
Williamson counties. 6) 

In those four southern coun- 
ties the season will begin at’ 
sunrise Thursday, Noy. 12, and 
end at 3 p.m, Wednesday, Dec. 
23. However, if a quota of 
28,000 geese is reached before 
Dec. 23, the season will be 
closed’ by order of the director 
of the Department of Conser- 
vation, 

The total state quota is 35,000 
geese. Goose hunting hours in 
the southern counties are from 
sunrise until 3 p.m. every day. 

Five Geese a Day 

Hunters may take five geese 
a day, but of this total not more 
than two Canada geese or two 
white-fronted geese or one Can- 
ada and one white-front in the 
aggregate may be killed. hit 

The possession limit of five 
geese may hot include more 
than four Canadas or white- 
fronts in the aggregate, of 
which not more than two may 
be white-fronted geese. 

Geese killed in Illinois must 
be transported as the personal 
baggage of the hunter, Evans 
said. They cannot be shipped, 
transported or carried by com~ 
mon carrier, postal service or 
by any other person other than 
the hunter who bagged them.

Farmers to Initiate 
Conservation Programs 


Cost-sharing ~conservation 
practices with environment ben- 
efiting values are expected to 
be installed by approximately 
650 farmers in Madison county 
this year, according to Lee 
Rogers, director of the County 
agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service. 

“In fact, some 300 farmers 
already have reported comple- 
tion of their conservation prac- 
tices, and about 200 are nearing 
completion,” he said. In addi- 
tion, the fall signup for conser- 
vation work just completed 
will result in about 150 more 
farmers participating in the 
program. 

Under the annual program 
administered by the county ASC 
committee, the government 
shares costs with farmers for 
installation of needed soil, wa- 
ter, woodland, and wildlife con- 
servation measures which bene- 
fit the environment for all, 
Rogers said. 

“For instance, the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture esti- 
mates that about 85 percent of 
the conservation cost-sharing 
practices across the Nation 
help in the fight against pollu- 
tion. We feel that the farmers 
in Madison County rate well up 
in this effort,” Rogers added. 

Among major practices here, 
are Pasture Improvement, Sod 
Waterways, Terraces, Farm 
Ponds, Erosion Control Struc- 
tures, Critical Area Seeding, 
Tree’ Planting and Timber 
Stand Improvement — all of 
which help keep sediment, 
farm chemicals and fertilizers 
on the land and out of streams 
and lakes.

State Has 136,977 Vets 
Receiving. Compensation 


Appraximately 136,977 veter- 
ans of| the 3,180,457 veterans 
receiving disability compensa- 
tion or|pensions from the Vet- 
erans Administration are from 
Illinois,| according to John B. 
Naser, |director of the VA re- 
gional Office in Chicago. 

Of these 86,415 veterans are 
receiving disability payments 
for service-connected reasons 
and 50,562 for reasons not re- 
lated to military service, Naser 

id. Statistics were made 
available today based on June 
1970 reports 

Compensation is paid to vet- 
erans who suffered disability as 
a result of service and is’ paid 
regardless of other income. 
Pensions are paid to disabled 
and needy veterans without 
consideration of disability while 

service, but is based on the 
veteran’s income. 

Nationally, 2,091,466 veterans 
receive. payments for injuries 
or illnesses relating to their 
military service. 


168,772 Vietnam Vets 

Of the 168,772 Vietnam era 
veterans receiving compensa- 
ion or pension, 6,319 are from 
Illinois, and 9,910 of the 264,850 
Korean Conflict veterans are 
from this state. 
Most 


terans receiving com- Bi 


pensation and pension are from 
World War II, These number 
1,786,638 nationally, of which 
77,228 are from Illinois. 

Because World War I veter- 
ans are now reaching an aver- 
age age of 76, most who receive 
payments do so because they 
performed military service and 
are now disabled, rather than 
for service-connected disabili- 
ties. Nationally, of the 754,759 
World War I veterans drawing 
benefits, 672,125 are non-service 
connected and only 82,634 re- 
ceive compensation. According 
to Naser, in Illinois 3,334 World 
War I veterans receive compen- 
sation and 33,927 receive pen- 
sions. 

An additional 185,363 veterans 
whorserved in other periods in- 
cluding 6,208 from Illinois re- 
ceive VA compensation because 
of service-related illnesses or 
injuries. 

Veterans who served during 


an acknowledged period of war 
who have limited incomes, but 
who can no longer work be- 
cause of disability, whether re- 
lated to their service, may be 
eligible for benefits, according 
to Naser. Full information is 
available at the VA Regional 
Office, 2030 West Taylor, P.O.

Visitor Recalls Old Days; 
Once Farmed Depot Area 


Farming the land where Wil- 
son Park and the U. S. Army 
Depot are now located, and rid- 
ing a trolley car to the Missis- 
sippi to cross the river on a fer- 
ry before McKinley Bridge was 
constructed, were among the 
memories of Veasie Dickey, 
Evansville, Ind., one of the 
early builders of Granite City, 
during a visit last week to the 
home of his nephew, Don Part- 
ney, mayor of Granite City. 

Dickey and his parents came 
to Granite City in 1896, the year 
the city was incorporated. His 
father became the first known 
painter-contractor here. 

‘As a young boy, he became 
an apprentice to his father 
while he attended school in the 
20th and Benton street Church. 
The first schoolhouse was built 
a few years later at 20th street 
and Missouri avenue. 

Put Out of Job 

After completing his school- 
ing, he went to work for the 
Bull Durham Tobacco Co. in 
St. Louis as a sign maker. The 
widespread acceptance of sten- 
cils for signmaking in 1910 put 
him out of a job. 

He returned to Granite City 
that year and took a job driv. 
ing a team for a local lime and 
cement company which was lo- 
cated at 20th street and the rail- 
road tracks. At that time he 
was making $10 in a 60-hour 
week. 

In 1913 he was instrumental 
in the formation of the Team- 
sters and Chauffeur’s Union, lo- 
cal 61. Soon after its organiza- 
tion, the union struck for an 
additional $2.25 per week and 
the company fired all of its 
drivers, including Dickey. 

Several jobs followed until in 
1917 he had managed to save 
enough money to start his own 
contracting company for grad- 
ing and special work. In 1918 
he rented a farm from Fred 
Niedringhaus — land which is 
now partly occupied by Wilson 
Park — and started farming to 
supplement his income from the 
contracting company. 

Company a Success 

In its early years, the com- 
pany was a success and helped 
supply materials to construct a

trolley line in the center of the 
McKinley Bridge, which then 
was seven years old. Supplies 
were also delivered to both 
American Steel Foundries and 
General Stee! Castings division 
for their expansions. 

In 1921 the park department 
took possession of his farm and 
Dickey rented land on the west 
Slide of town which later was to 
become part of the U. S. Army 
Depot. 

The 1929 stock market crash 
and the subsequent depression 
hit Dickey’s business. With con- 
tracts that had been signed pre- 
viously and with small jobs, the 
contracting company stayed 
solvent until 1931, when it was 
forced to go out of business. 

In April of '29, however, 
things looked fine in Dickey’s 
life, despite the mass upset in 
the country, He defeated incum- 
bent Bob Ingrahm and became 
Fifth Ward Alderman. He 
served two terms on the city 
council and is the only member 
of those two councils known to 
be still living. 

While serving as alderman, 
he was in the habit of bringing 
his young nephew to council 
meetings with him. The nephew, 
whose interest in politics was 
sparked by Dickey and the ac- 
tivities he witnessed during 
those four years was Don Part- 
ney, present mayor of Granite 
City. 

‘The war effort in the early 
"40's found Dickey in charge of 
the military police here. As a 
lieutenant he also was in charge 
of a group of soldiers guarding 
the General Steel plant. 

The Army called on him to 
surrender his home in 1942 to 
construct the Depot. He moved 
again, this time to a 720-acre 
farm on Route 111 and Highway 
66. He became a full-time farm- 
er there until 1956 when he sold 
the property and purchased a 
farn. in Greenville. He retired 
in, 1961, and in 1962 moved to 
Evansville, Ind. 

Now, eight years later, he is 
surprised at how Granite City 
has grown since he left. The 
real contrast appears to be how 
much it has grown since he fi 
came here in 1896.

Up, Sen. Smith- 
Tells Meeting 


U. S. Senator Ralph Tyler 
Smith believes that President 
Nixon has succeded in arrest- 
ing the Vietnam—bread infla- 
tionary policies of his Demo- 
cratic’ predecessors. 


“There are all kinds of signs 
the economy is on the way up 
after eight months of decline,” 
Smith said at a Dundee Town- 
ship dinner. “To me that is 
proof the President's  anti- 
inflation campaign is working.” 

Smith pointed to a decline in 
the general increase of prices 
in the private sector of the 
economy from 5.3% in the first 
quarter of the year to 4.1% in 
the second quarter of the year. 
He said consumer prices for 
May and June increased at an 
annual rate of 5% after peaking 
at 7% last April. 

“There can be no question 
about it said Smith, “We are 
making progress in our fight 
against inflation, Productivity 
is again on the way up. There 
is a leveling off of unit labor 
costs and wholesale: price and 
interest rates are dropping.’”” 

Road Back is Bumpy 

Smith said the road back 
from a wartime to a peace- 
time economy was bound to be 
bumpy in spots. He said the 
transition could be expedited by 
a balanced federal budget. 

“I just’ don’t subscribe to the 
theory that deficit spending 
should be tolerated, much less 
promoted,”. said Smith. ‘The 
inflation psychology which dom- 
inated the so-called ‘Soaring 
Sixties’ was responsible for the 
fiscal mess inherited by Pres- 
ident Nixon.”” 

Smith said the President has 
reduced defense expenditures 
sharply and chopped expendi- 
tures for the Vietnam war 
from $28 billion to $14 billion. 
He said Nixon’s economic crit- 
ics were either unrealistic or 
attempting to make a political 
issue of the economy by de- 
manding an immediate turn 
around after eight years of 
federal fiscal mismanagement. 

“Many of these same critics 
were silent and apparently un- 
cerned when unemployment 
soared above 5% in the early 
part of the 1960's,” said Smith. 
“Tt took a ‘sharp escalation of 
our military effort in Vietnam 
in 1964-65 to bring unemploy- 
ment under 5%.” 

Smith said it was an exer- 
cise in futility to continue to 
argue whether or not the coun- 

has experienced a_ full- 

ion. He said some 

persons have suffered in terms 

of reduced savings and profits 

and loss of jobs, but for many 

others it has been business as 
usual. 

“Tt would be foolhardy to 
suggest there are no remaining 
question marks in our 
economy.”

SIU-SW Actionto Sunday at Assumption 


Curb Use of Cars 


State Sen. Merrill Ottwein (R- 
Edwardsville) has expressed 
satisfaction over the initial steps 
taken by the administration at 
SIU-SW in response to the car 
incident, in which a university 
auto was taken by students to 
a convention in Philadelphia. 

In action following the hap- 
pening, the University suspend- 
ed all student use of cars until 
responsibility for the incident 
could be determined with a 
view towards re-evaluation of 
restrictions and general prin- 
ciples of automobile use. 

Senator Ottwein said that he 
had received a great number 
of telephone calls and personal 
communications following the 
incident and still receives let- 
ters from his constituents ex- 
pressing disbelief and protest 
over the incident. He also said 
that he had sent an earlier re- 
quest to the Chancellor asking 
for quick determination of re- 
sponsibility and appropriate dis- 
ciplinary action, Today a letter 
was sent commending the quick 
action taken by the Chancellor. 

Senator Ottwein said that over 
a period of months he had re- 
ceived complaints from con- 
stituents over alleged misuse 
of automobile privileges by the 
campus. 

The subject was discussed in 
the spring session where ap- 
propriations were considered 
and directives were sent en- 
couraging college administra- 
tors to closely control automo- 
bile usage. 

“The taxpaying public,” he 
said, “is quickly and rightly 
concerned over this apparent 
indulgence. It’s important that 
the University constantly control 
this situation to keep its pub- 
lic relations in order. In these 
days of dollar squeezes, it’s not 
fair for the University to han- 
dle funds loosely. 

“The incident in question only 
served to add to the, mistrust 
and to the antagonism. It’s un- 
fortunate that it occurred. The 
University and its public image 
was well served by the quick 
action taken by the administra- 
tion. We expect it to be followed 
by appropriate disciplinary ac- 
tion,” Ottwein said.
